A S chairman and secretary of a meeting of grocers in Dublin who hold 
•vintners’ licences, but do not retail for consumption on the premises, — 
We beo- to lay before yom* Lordships a statement of the hardships now 
thrown in the way of carrying on our business by the effect of the 3d clause in 
the Excise Licence Act, 6th of WiU. 4, c. 38, coming into operation on the 
10th instant. 

With every wish to obey such clause by not consuming on the premises, we 
cannot see with what justice we are required to pay an extra amount of hcence 
ofl5^. 5^. as per annexed account. 

We are quite satisfied yoiu Lordships will not sanction this additional hard- 
ship ; we saj’’ additional, because we beg to assure your Lordsliips that it is 
a veiy great loss to tlie grocers in Ireland (for the possible guilt of a few) to 
be deprived of the power of selling less quantities of any kind of spirits than 
one pint; but to be taxed extra while deprived of this liberty, is what we are 
quite sure your Lordships do not contemplate, and what will appear more 
strange to your Lordships, that we cannot procure any licence to sell the inter- 
mediate quantities between two quarts and two gallons. 

We therefore humbly pray your Lordships’ kind and immediate inquiry and 
interference, also pra3'ing reference to the annexed statement.

The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury having had under con- 
sideration your letter of the 5th ult., complaining, on behalf of yourselves and 
other grocers of Dublin, of certain clauses in the Act 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, as 
affecting your licences, and praying for the interference of this Board ; I have 
it in command to acquaint you, for the information of the parties concerned, 
that my Lords cannot by their authority suspend the operation of an Act of 
Parliament, and they have already authorized all the relief which, under the 
circumstances, they considered they should be justified in giving. I am, how- 
ever, to inform you, that you are in error in supposing that you cannot procure 
any licence to sell the intermediate quantities between two quarts and two 

gallons. 
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gallons, as tiie licence only restricts the holder thereof from selling in quantities 
less than a pint, and from selling any spirits to he consumed on the premises. 

Farther, with respect to the spfrit dealers’ licence of 10 1., I am to inform you 
that it does not appear that such licence would be required by you, unless you 
should desire to become dealers in spfrits, and that such licence would equally 
have been required before the late altemtion of the law. ^

My Lords, Dublin, 6 October 1S36. 

As wholesale grocers, spirit and wine merchants here, we beg to address 
your Lordships on the inconsistency that appears in the Excise Licence Act 
that now comes into operation, in consequence of the effect of the third clause 
introduced in the (5 & 7 Will. 4, e. 38 : by it a trader licensed as a grocer can- 
not take out a spirit licence to retail less quantities of spfrits than one pint ; 
the consequence is, that the collector can issue no other licence to a grocer 
than that warranted by the 6th Geo. 4, c. 81, namely, a licence to sell from 
one pint to two quarts, and a licence from two gallonsup ; thus your Lord- 
ships will perceive there is no power legally to sell the intermediate quantities, 
fi'om two quarts to two gallons. This difficulty, now brought into operation, 
has been heretofore provided for by the vintnei^’ licence, which enabled the 
trade to sell any quantify under 25 gallons at one time ; but as this licence will 
not now be granted to any person licensed to deal in tea, &c., it is essential 
yom’ Lordships should provide for this difficulty and strange anomaly by 
enabling the proper officers in Ireland to grant a licence under the restrictions 
of 6 & 7 Will. 4, so as to enable us, and ail similar traders in Ireland, to carry 
on our business legally and without any extra expense, none being contem- 
plated by the said Act. 

We pray your Lordships’ immediate attention to this, as on the 10th instant 
our present licences expire, and should be renewed on same date.

That yoiu- memorialists have heretofore caiTied on the ti*ade of grocers and 
retailers of spirituous liquors in the city of Kilkenny, under licences gi'anted to 
them. 
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That their spirit retail licences expired on the 10th of October 1838. 

That, under an Act of Parliament, passed in the 6th and 7th years of William 4, 
c. 38, grocers are prohibited from getting a spirit retailer’s licence ; hut the 
operation of that Act was suspended for some time by the 6th and 7th of 
William 4, c. 72. 

That an Act lately passed tlie House of Commons further suspending the 
operation of the above Act for another year, but same did not pass the House 
of Lords, the Parliament being prorogued before any decision was come to by 
the Lords regarding it. 

That memorialists by the present law can get two licences, under one of 
which they can sell spirituous liquors, in any quantity not less than one pint or 
more than two quails, and under the other they can sell any quantity not less 
than two gallons ; by the two foregoing licences memorialists are precluded 
from selling any quantities between two quarts and two gallons, and in both 
cases it cannot be consumed on the premises. 

That the retail spirit trade, which they are now prevented from carrying on 
if they continue grocers, is of considerable profit to them ; and as the Act of 
Parliament for further suspending the operation of the 6th and 7th of William 4, 
c. 38, had passed the House of Commons, memoi-ialists, in common with the 
other grocers of Ireland, expecting that it would pass into a law, did not pro- 
vide for discontinuing the business of grocers, and have laid in large stocks of 
groceries, wliich they are prohibited from selling under the Act now in force if 
they continue retailers of spirits. 

That, under the present regulation, petitioners are subject to the payment of 
the following sums for their licences ; viz. 



For a wholesale spirit licence, which enables them to sell from 
two gallons upwards - 

For a grocer’s retail spirit licence, which enables them to sell 
any quantity not less than one pint nor more than two quarts, 
and not to be consumed on the premises - - - -

That, notwithstanding the annual payment of this large sura for licences, 
petitioners are by the present law cut off from a very considerable part of their 
usual trade. 

That having laid in large stocks of groceries, in confidence that the Act of 
6th and 7th William 4, c. 38, would be further suspended, they will be very 
much injured in their property and circumstances if they be prohibited from 
selling groceries while they retail spirits, and thej'’ humbly represent to your 
Lordships that they bad good grounds to expect such suspension, the Act for 
that purpose having passed the House of Commons, and its receiving the 
sanction of the Lords being prevented by the prorogation of Parliament. 

Petitioners therefore humbly pray that they may be permitted to continue 
their trade as grocers and spirit retailers as heretofore for at least one year, 
without the enforcement of any penalty for doing so, in order to afford time 
for an application to Parliament on the subject.

retail of spirits on the same premises, would be canied into effect. 

That, however, this law remained a dead letter in the country towns of 
Ireland till very lately, when memorialist was summoned before the bench of 
magistrates at Eiiniscorthy, on the 30th May last, and on submitting to the 
chai-ge of selling spirits to he consumed on the premises, was fined in the miti- 
gated penalties of ]2?. 105. and2Z. 105. 

That from the passing of the above law, it was memorialist’s intention to 
conform to it, and for this purpose he took out a wine-dealer’s licence in place 
of a retail wine licence (which would not be renewed with him without a retail 

spirit 
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spii-it licence), the former costing 10^. and the latter only 2 1.2 s.-, but subse- 
(|uently finding that all his neighbours in the trade carried on their business as 
formerly with impunity, he was led into the commission of the offence by ’n hicb 
these penalties were incurred. 

That it is memorialist’s fixed determination, now that the authorities have 
evinced their intention to cai-ry this law into operation, to adhere to it most 
strictly ; and he respectfully entreats your Lordships to order the remission of 
the. penalties, and memorialist, as in duty bound, will pray.

To tlie Right Honourable the Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

The Memorial of the undersigned Grocers and Spirit Dealers of the Torvn of 
Neivrg, 

Sheweth, 

That memorialists observe with regret, that tlie House of Lords have 
rejected the clause in the late “ Spirit Licence (Ireland) Bill ” restoring to 
gi-ocers the privilege of retailing spirits in conjunction with groceries, same to 
be consumed on the premises. 

Memorialists in 1818 and 1825, appealed to your Lordships against some 
restrictive enactments, and on proper explanations as to their oppressive nature, 
they were suspended hy a Treasury Minute; again, in 1833, a similar measure 
was attempted, when a Committee of Members of the House of Commons 
entered into an investigation, and the result was, that the rights of the parties 
complaining were preserved. 

jMemorialists need not remind your Lordships tliat the restrictive clause was 
added to a Bill for the regulation of public-houses in Ireland ; was brought 
forward without notice, passed without inquiry, and without the knowledge of 
the parties most interested ; that it takes away a privilege exercised from time 
immemorial in Ireland, hy a most resj^ectahle body of traders, without any 
evidence proving an abuse of that privilege, and also that Ireland is the poorer 
country, and that a dirided trade would not, as in England, lie remunerative. 

JMemorialists think it unnecessary to trouble your Lordships with repetition 
of the injuries that the operation of this law would inflict on. them; but they 
beg respectfully, but decidedly, to express tlieir conviction that, in provincial 
towns, it would have the effect of creating an unjust monopoly in the grocery 
trade ; of forcing the sale of spirits into the hands of the least respectable porT 
tion of the spirit trade ; of encouraging the extension of unlicensed houses, as 
in Dublin, where it has been proved that 600 houses of that description have 
been opened since tbe passing of that clause, and of lessening the value of pri- 
■\-ate property to an immense extent, without any compensation or inquiry. 

Memorialists believe that the members of their Lordships’ house could not 
have been sufBciently acquainted with the anomalous state of the existing 
icensing system, or the oppressive nature of. the prohibitory law which the 
rejected clause intended to modify, and at, the same time have sanctioned so 
important an alteration in the trade. 

Memmialists therefore pray your Lordships to suspend the operation of the 
restrictive law until an inquiry be instituted for the purpose of reconsidering 
the measure next Session. -

That the penalties in \vhich they have been convicted were incurred whilst 
their trade was in a state of transition ; that the law which had then lately come 
into operation was but imperfectly understood in Ireland, as the prolonged law 
arguments in Dublin at the time fully demonstrate ; that the principle for which 
the grocers and spirit dealers of Ireland were contending has been since recoo-- 
nised hy one branch of the Legislature, and that the penalties sought in similar 
cases in other parts of Ireland have not been levied. 

That no fraud whatever has been practised by memorialists, and that the 
Government and the Legislature, as well as your Lordships, can have no object 
in view but the vindication of the law; memorialists therefore respectfully 
request that this single offence will not be visited by a severe measure of 
punishment, and that your Lordships will dhect these penalties to be refunded 
them, and memorialists, as in duty bound, wull pray.

Tn.'i.T your memorialists have been for years licensed for the sale of groceries, 
spirits, &e. in the town of Carlow, in Ireland, during which time memorialists 
have regularly paid all the duties imposed upon tliem by law. 

That your memorialists have been convicted before the magisti’ates at the 
petty sessions held at Carlow, on Thui’sday, the 21st instant, in the penalty of 
l'2h 105. each, for a breach of the Act 6 Geo. 4, c. 81. 

Your memorialists were all duly licensed to sell by retail spiiits and gi’oceries 
up to July last, when memorialists were refused a licence for the sale of teas 
upon the same premises which had a licence for the retail of spirits. 

That in consequence of a particular clause in an Act coming into operation, 
of the 6 & 7 "Will. 4, c. 38, and / Will. 4, c. 72, intituled, “ An Act to amend' 
the Laws relating to Excise Licences, and to the sale of Wine, Spirits, and 
Cider by retail in Ireland,” a law which, your memorialists humbly submit to 
your Lordships, is a gi’eat hardship upon the Irish ti'aders, as placing them upon • 
a worse footing than their fellow-traders in England and Scotland. 

Your memorialists therefore humbly pray your Lordships, in the absence of 
any act on theii* parts to deprive the revenue of any of the duties payable by 
law, and preparing to act in obedience to the new Act by disposing of the 
remainder of their stock of tea, will please to remit tlie said penalty so adjudged 
by the magistrates.

The Memorial of the undersigned Grocers and Spirit Retailers of Clonmel, 
Sheweth, 

Tha-T memorialists have been for several years engaged in the joint business 
of selling groceries and spirits by retail ; that all their capital has been engaged 
in said business ; and that their house-rent, which in Clonmel is very high, has 
been charged under the advantages derived from the extent of business arising 
from these branches of trade. 

That a law which passed (6 & 7 Will. 4,) prohibited the sale of tea, &c. on 
the same premises with the retail of spirits, but that the operation of this 
oppressive law was suspended for a period. 

That memorialists hoped, from the sfrong representation of the injuries done 
to traders by the provisions of this law, and were induced to believe, from its 
being suspended, that it was not intended to enforce it. 

That, on the 15th April instant, they were summoned before the magisfrates 
of Clonmel, and on the evidence of an excise-officer, convicted in tlie penalty of 
12 1. 10.?. for having sold spices, &c. with spirits ; that the magistrates expressed 
their sympathy mth memorialists, and their regret that they were coerced to 
impose a fine, which they trusted would he remitted on application to your 
Lordsliips. 

That memorialists humbly hope your Lordships will take their case into 
consideration, and remit a penalty which they feel a gi’eat gi-ievance ; that they 
have a strong hope that the memorials forwarded, praying a further suspension 
of the Act, may be attended to, and that memorialists, who contribute their 
portion to the public revenue, may be saved from the utter ruin to which the 
destruction of their trade, in which their entire capital is vested, would by this 
law certainly drive them.

Tlie Memorial of the undersigned ^Magistrates, Gentry, Merchants, Traders, 
and other Inhabitants of Cakir and County Ti'pperarg. 

Sheweth, 

That your memorialists have riewed with extreme regret the passing of 
tire late law, by which the Irish grocers will be prohibited from selling spirits by 
retail on their premises. 

That they most humbly submit to your Lordships the following reasons why 
tills Act should not be put in force, and they entreat your Lordships' minute 
consideration, in order that the evils which the operation of this law is certain 
to entail (not alone on a large and respectable body of traders who have 
vested their capital in the business, but on the morals and tranquillity of the 
country) may be timely obviated. 

Your memorialists beg to express their opinion, that the more respectable 
the concern is in which spfrits are sold to be drunk on the premises, the less 
liability is there to any breach of law, or of public decorum. 

That 
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That the grocers’ shops beiDg frequented by persons of every rank, and thus, 
as it were, constantly under the public eye, the self-interest of the grocer will 
urge him to conduct bis retail spirit trade so as not to give rise to complaint, 
or to deter persons coming to buy groceries from visiting his shop ; tliat, there- 
fore, it is directly against his interests to tolerate noisy or drunken persons ; 
and, moreover, not having sitting rooms or tap rooms, the gi’ocers offer no 
inducement to gaming parties, or other societies to meet at their houses. 

That your memorialists are convinced that the law at present passed would, 
by confining the sale of spirits to beer-houses and dram-shops, directly induce 
and foster the evils which it is the interest of the grocer to discountenance, and 
would also, despite of the utmost vigilance of the police, increase the number 
of unlicensed houses, which alone, viewed in their baneful effects on the com- 
munity, would almost be a sufficient plea for objecting to the law. 

That, independent of the above considerations, your memorialists urge their 
view on the broad principle of national justice, and referring to a Return made 
by order of the House of Commons in March last, they find, that whilst in 
Scotland 5,509, and in England 832 grocers ai’e permitted to retail spirits, in 
freland the law prohibits the freedom of trade thus yielded to the two sister 
countries, and not one Irish grocer is authorized to continue the business in 
which his property is vested, and from the*, exercise of which he and \us family 
derived their income for years. 

That memorialists thus enumerate their objections against the Bill just passed. 
It will detrimentally affect public morals, by throwing the sale of spirits into the 
hands of those not so interested in sustaining the law as the grocers, and wiH in- 
duce a system of evading the spirit licence ; it will affect injuriously the interests 
of a large class of traders, without producing any public good whatever to justify 
such a penal proceeding ; it will deteriorate the present value of property in 
houses, and force the sale of sphits into obscure lanes, a result which the licence 
system will assist in continuing. 

In conclusion, we pray your Lordships to suspend the operation of this partial 
enactment until such proofs can be submitted before the Pai’liament as may get 
the subject a more full and minute investigation, wliich we, who liave no inte- 
rested motive, but are solicitous for the general good and for national justice, 
solely desire ; and we would further pray, tliat iu order that minute information 
may be obtained, which the importance of the question demands, and which 
will place every view of its details before Pai-liament, a Committee of inquiry 
should be appointed to report as to the propriety of permitting grocers in 
Ireland to retail spirits.

The Memorial of James fVhite, of No. 9, Dubliii-street, Clonmel, 
Humbly sbeweth, 

That }'our memorialist is a grocer and spirit-dealer, residing in the town of 
Clonmel, and has been so for many years, during which he has, he hopes, 
B 2 maintained 
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maintained the chai*acter of an upright tradesman, taking care in all cases to 
obey all the laws connected with the trade so carried on by him. 

Memorialist in December was apprised, by printed circular from the grocers 
of Dublin, that no prosecution would take place until the disputed points of 
the excise laws were decided by the judges. In consequence of this intimatiou, 
memorialist did not change his business (following the example of his neigh- 
bours), until a gentleman connected with the Excise here had intimated that 
the law, relative to which a question of doubt had arisen, would be put in 
force 5 therefore memorialist, namely on the 19th of March last, tendered an 
entry to Mr. Hodgens, supervisor, and to Mr. Rowland, the officer of his walk, 
offering to withdraw former entry, and to take out a spirit-grocer’s licence, in 
order that the provisions of the law might be carried out by your memorialist. 
The new tender of entry was refused, and before consent of the Commissioners 
of Excise was had to prosecute him (for having sold coffee), tlie result of which 
prosecution was a fine of 12 Z. 10.?. That on the occasion of that trial an 
attorney appeared for your memorialist, for the purpose solely of explaining 
the hardships of the situation of memorialist, and not certainly with a view of 
taking defence. Nevertheless, in the course of the investigation, the language 
of the attorney so employed may have led to the supposition that a defence had 
been intended by your memorialist. 

These are facts to which memorialist would humbl)’' entreat the attention of 
your Lordships, sincerely hoping, that while pursuing his honest industiy, and 
contributing cheerfully his mite to the support of the State, he may not be 
singled out as an object by the officers of Her Majesty’s Government, to the 
measures of which he has always given his cordial support. 

Memorialist having had an intimation from the Excise-office, Clonmel, on the 
29th April last, that a spirit-grocer’s licence would be granted him, at once 
accepted it, and paid for it same day, withdrawing his spirit retail licence 
(although receiving no remuneration for the six months unexpired), from the 
collector of excise here: that the day but one following (namely, 1st May 
instant), your memorialist was served with notices fi-om an officer of excise, 
signed by Wm. H. Riall, Esq., Mayor, Clonmel, to appear before him, 1 3th 
May instant, seeking to impose new penalties, one for 200 Z., the other for 50^., 
the larger sum for not making entry, and the latter for having teas, coffees, 
&C-, for sale. That your memorialist has not been able to ascertain that any 
other grocer in Clonmel was seived with similar notices from the Excise ; in 
consequence of which he has crawled from a bed of sickness, to which he has 
been confined since the first prosecution, for the jiurpose of throwing himself 
on the mercy, on the humanity, on the justice, of your Lordships. If he has 
erred, he has erred in common with numbers of his fellow-traders. Yet he is 
the only person amongst them who has been threatened with pains and 
penalties, which, if enforced, will drive him to beggary and ruin, and deprive 
a large helpless family of their only, their scanty means of support In this 
countrj", owing to a variety of causes, the name of trade is only known. We 
are enduring fearful privations ; and, under these circumstances, your memo- 
rialist can scarcely bring himself to believe that the provisions of an Act of 
Parliament, useful enough in Dublin, but absolutely destructive to country 
traders, will be enforced in his solitary instance. 

Memorialist is ill in body and mind, exceedingly ill indeed, and therefore im- 
plores your Lordships’ protection, who by granting his prayer, which is, that the 
penalty of 12/. 10^., imposed on him, memorialist humbly hopes for your Lord- 
sliips’ interference, as, on inquiry, it will be found that he complied with the 
Act of Parliament bearing on the case ; that your Lordships will order that the 
threatened prosecution for the 1 3th day of May instant may be abandoned ; and 
that a favourable answer to this, in his present affliction, would console his 
shattered frame and troubled mind.

The Memorial of the Licensed Victuallers of Ireland, 

Sheweth, 

That from time immemorial your memorialists enjoyed and exercised the 
privilege of carrying on the trade of selling tea and coffee, and the trade of a 
vintner or licensed victualler, and the simultaneous use of both trades was con- 
sidered by your memorialists as a common- law right. 

That by the 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, a class of grocers was created who became 
thereby entitled to a licence to sell spirits in any quantity less than two quarts, 
but not to be consumed on the premises. 

That your memorialists, prior to the passing of this Act, and subsequent to 
it, exercised both trades, namely, that of selling tea and coffee and of selling 
spirits to be consumed on the premises, and such right of your memorialists 
was never questioned. 

That a.f the time of the passing of the C & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, many of your 
memorialists, upon the faith that the right of canying on both said trades 
simultaneously was guaranteed and secured to them, had expended considerable 
sums of money for the purposes of such trade, and laid out their entire capital 
therein. 

That the fact of the privilege of cai'rying on both said trades by the English 
and Scotch trader still remaining untouched, and wliich he continues to 
exercise, led your memorialists to believe that the Legislature, in passing the 
6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, did not intend to deprive the Irish trader of that henefit 
and privilege which the English and Scotch trader so enjoys, and that the 3d 
sect, of tlie last-mentioned Act was merely intended to modify the 4th sect, of 
the 6 Geo. 4, c. 81. 

That your memorialists have been advised by the most eminent lawyers at 
the Irish bar, that the 6 & 7 WiU. 4, c. 38, ■ did not deprive your memorialists 
of the common-law right of carrying on both said trades, and advised your 
memorialists to apply for a mandamus to compel the granting a licence to sell 
tea and coffee to your memorialists. 

That your memorialists did accordingly by their counsel apply and obtain a 
conditional order for that puipose, which your ineraoriEilists beg leave respect- 
fully to submit established a jmmd facie right on the part of your memorialists 
to such licence to sell tea and coffee. 

That counsel for the Excise did in the last Easter Term come in and show 
cause against such conditional order, and counsel for the Excise and counsel for 
your memorialists having been heard, counsel for the Excise applied to the 
Coiu't for time to reply to your memorialists’ counsel, and wliich time was 
accordingly granted ; and counsel for the Excise having' been heard in two 
days afterwards, the Judges reserved judgment, and took a fortnight to consider 
the matter before they pronounced judgment. 

That prior to and pending those proceedings, your memorialists were sum- 
moned before magistrates for selling tea and coffee without a licence, although 
your memorialists had repeatedly offered to pay the duty on such licence, but 
which was refused, and fines were imposed on your memorialists for selling tea 
and coffee. 

That your memorialists did sell tea and coffee, your memorialists being 
advised as aforesaid that they were entitled to such licence, and that the Excise 
was not justified in withholding it from your memorialists ; and your memo- 
rialists respectfully submit, that under the circumstances, and having regard to 
the facts, that memorialists were so advised by the most eminent lawyers at the 
Irish bar, that the Court of Queen’s Bench recognised the right of your memo- 
rialists by granting memorialists an order for the purpose of obtaining such 
licence, that the question was solemnly debated upon two several days, and 
that the full Court took a fortnight to consider the question before they 
delivered judgment, that your Lordships will be pleased to consider that this is 
a case in which your memorialists have a fair and equitable claim for the remis- 
sion of such penalties.

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That your memorialists have declared^ and do hereby declare, their determi- 
nation to conform to the new of the law taken by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. 

And your memorialists therefore pray that your Lordships will, under the 
circumstances of this case, be pleased to remit the fines so imposed upon your 
memorialists for selling tea and coffee.

The Jlemorial of the undersigned Licensed Victuallers of the City of Duhlhi, 
on behalf of themselves and fellow-traders in Ireland, 

Most humbly Sheweth, 

That by the 40th Geo. 3, c. 38, sec. 1, it was enacted that the kingdoms of 
Great Britain and Ireland shall upon the 1st of January 1801, and for ever after, 
be united into one kingdom by the name of Great Britain and Ireland ; that by 
the sixth article of the Act of Union his Majesty’s subjects of Great Britain and 
Ireland shall be entitled to the same privileges, and be on the same footing, as 
respects encouragement on the hke articles, being the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of either country, and generally in respect of trade. 

That by the seventh article of the Union, the proportion of contribution to 
which Great Britain and Ireland will be liable shall be raised by such taxes in 
each countr}'- as the Parliament shall from time to time deem fit, provided that 
in regulating the taxes in each country bj'- which the respective proportions 
shall be levied, no article in Ireland shall be made liable to any new or addi- 
tional duty, by which the whole amount of duty would exceed the amount 
thereafter payable on the same article in England. 

That to secure to Ireland the full and entire benefit contemplated by the said 
ai’ticles of Union, the 4th Geo. 4, c. 66, was passed, vesting in your Lordships 
the full power of repealing or altering any clause or provision in any Act of 
Parliament by inadvertency had been introduced, which would have the effect 
of infringing on any of the said ai’ticles of Union, whereby the trader in Ireland 
would be subjected to disadvantages not inflicted on a similar class of traders 
in England. 

That by the 3d and 4th WiU. 4, c. 68, the trade of the licensed victuallers 
of Ireland was regulated, and by the sixth section thereof the officers of excise 
were empowered to issue simihu’ licences to those grantable to victuallers in 
England, and according to the rate and in manner prescribed by the 6th Geo. 4, 
c. 81, for Great Britain. 

That by the 6th and 7th WiU. 4, c. 38, s. 3, the retail spirit licence thereto- 
fore gi’antable to grocers was altered, modified and amended, and it has been 
determined by the Court of Queen’s Bench (contrary to the intention of the 
Legislature and of the opinion of the most able counsel at the Irish bai’, and, 
memorialists respectfully submit, contrary also to common justice towards 
themselves and fellow-traders in reference to the Act of Legislative Union with 
England), that by the provisions of this Act tlie licensed victuallers of Ireland 
are disabled from carrying on the trade of the sale of coffee, tea, &c., conjointly 
with the sale of spirits, to be consumed on their premises. By this unfortunate 
decision the Ii’ish victuallers are now subjected to the greatest and most grievous 
disadvantages not suffered by or inflicted on the licensed victuallers of England, 
as by this decision the licensed victuaUers have become subjected to a tax of 
9?. 9^. per year for a retail spirit licence to sell in a house rated or rented 
under 10 /. per j^ear— besides such licence is not at all suited to his trade or busi- 
ness— on pain of being obUged to forego the selUng of coffee, tea, &c., whilst the 
licensed victualler m England pays but 2?. 2s., and enjoys the privilege also of 
selhng coffee, teas, &c., and which memorialists respectfully submit by the 
articles of the Union should be equally enjoyed by the traders of Ireland.

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May it therefore please your Lordships, in virtue of the powers vested in your 
Lordships by the 4th Geo. 4, c. 66, to make such orders, rules, and regulations 
as will afford and secure to the licensed victuallers of Ireland every licence 
grantable to the licensed victuallers of England, at the same rate and in the 
same manner.

I ENCLOSE herewith a memorial from the licensed victuallers of Dublin, 
brought to me by a deputation of that body, with a request that I would 
present it in their behalf to the Lords of the Treasury, and support its prayer. 

In my interview with the deputation, I stated generally m}’’ dissent from the 
legal opinion embodied in the memorial, that the provisions of the 0 & 7 Will. 4, 
c. 38, are a violation of the sixth article of the Act of Union, and though 
I did not refuse to present the memorial, I distinctly explained my con- 
viction that the Lords of the Ti’easury have no power of interference in the 
case, as the restrictions in the gi'ant of spirit licences imposed by the above 
statute of the late King can only be altered or modified by the passing of 
another Act. 

I did not hesitate, at the same time, to express to the deputation my opinion, 
which I beg also to impress upon their Lordships, that there ai-e no good 
grounds, either -of justice or policy, in the present circumstances of Ireland, for 
placing the class of traders to which the memorialists belong upon a different 
footing in this country, with respect to spirit licences, from that of the same 
class in England and Scotland.

The Memorial of the Licensed Victuallers of Dublin, on behalf of themselves 
and feUow-traders in Leland, 

Most humbly sheweth. 

That your memorialists not having yet had the relief sought for by their 
memorial of the 16th of May last, beg leave again to approach your Lordships. 

Tliat they now submit to your Lordships, that by a Return to the Honourable 
the House of Commons, dated the 14tli March 1839, it appears that there were, 
of pei’sons licensed to sell by retail spirits, wine, beer, coffee, and tea, concur- 
rently, and on the same premises respectively, in England, 832, and in Scotland 
5,509. 

That these trades were exercised concurrently, and licences had, without any 
interruption in Ireland, fi*om the remotest period to which the memory of the 
oldest trader extends until October 1 838, when the officers of excise, professing 
to act under the authoritj^ of 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, declined to grant 
licences for the sale of spuits, &c. to your memorialists, and their co-traders, 
without the surrender of their tea licences, and tliey now refuse to grant tea 
licences without the surrender of the spirit licences : that the Judges of the 
Queen’s Bench in Easter Term last refused to j'^our memorialists their mandamus 
on the subject. 

That your memorialists crave leave now to bring under the notice of your 
Loixlships the sixtli article of the Act of Legislative Union between Great 
Britain and Ireland, which is as follows : “ That it be the sixth article of Union 
that His Majesty’s subjects of Great Britain and Ireland shall, from and after 
the 1st day of Januarj'^ 1801, be entitled to the same privileges, and be on the 
same footing, as to encouragements and bounties on the like articles, being tlie 
growth, produce or manufactures of either countiy respectively and generally, 
in respect of ti’ade and navigation in all ports and places in the United Kin°"- 
dom and its dependencies ; and that in ail treaties made by His Majesty, his 
Heirs and successors, with any foreign power, His Majesty’s subjects of Ireland 
shall have the same privileges, and be on the same footing, as His Maiestv’s 
subjects of Great Britain.”

It being assumed that tea-dealers 
in England have not been disabled by 
any legislative enactment from taking

That your memorialists, thus supported by the opinion of Mr. Blackburne, 
confidently submit that if the 6th and 7th of Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, has had the 
effect of disabling your memorialists from pursuing the two trades of retail ot 
spirits, &c. and of tea, while no such disability exists in Scotland and England, 
that enactment must be considered as having been passed by inadvertence, in 
violation of the ai’ticles of Union. 

That memorialists beg to refer to the 4th Geo. 4, c.' 66*, as manifesting the 
extreme solicitude with which the Imperial Parliament would guard against this 
species of oversight, therein investing your Lordships with large powers for this 
purpose. 

That your memorialists submit that they have made a case for your Lord- 
ships’ interference with the officers of excise, either by directing them to gi'ant 
spirit, beer, wine, and tea licences to your memorialists and their co-traders, 
notwithstanding the said Act of the 6th and 7th Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, or to remit 
the interruptions that they are at present giring your memori^ists in the 
exercise of these trades, until the present question can be submitted to the 
wisdom of Parliament. 

That your memorialists cannot omit adverting to the extreme fallaciousness 
of the reasons usually advanced for the (to them) ruinous enactments of the 
said Act of the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, namely, that the separation of the tea and 
spirit retail trades was indispensable to the sup]>ressiori of intemperance in 
Ireland ; intemperance has been neai’ly eradicated in this country by the 
operation of a totally independent cause. The effect, however, namely, the 
diminution in the consumption of spirituous and malt liquors, makes it the 
more necessaiy to your memorialists to be allowed to retain with their ti’ade 
therein that of their ancient right of selling tea and coffee. 

That, in conclusion, your 10,000 memorialists implore the interposition of 
your Lordships with the officers of excise as above prayed, as a withholding of 
which would, under present circumstances, in addition to their past losses, 
ensure to all your memorialists new and serious injuries, and to most of them 
absolute ruin.

The Memorial of Lawrence Doyle, of Enniscorthy, in the County of Wexford, 
Spirit Dealer and Grocer, 

Humbly sheweth, 

That memorialist has been comicted before the bench of magistrates at 
Enniscorthy in the mitigated penalties of 15^. for selling spirits by retail. 

That previous to the passing of the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, memorialist had a 
retail spirit licence, which the Excise authorities would not then renew with 
him ; that the change created by said Act subjected memorialist to a charge 
for licences of double the amount he had been theretofore paying, Ills present 
licences being 31 ?. 10 per anmim. 

That, not'withstanding the passing of said Act, the grocers of Dublin carried 
on their business as usual, under tlie impression that it was legal for them so to 
do ; and it was only in the latter end of May in this year, subsequent to the 
committal of memorialist’s offence, that a final decision was pronounced against 
them. Your Lordships on that occasion, as memorialist heard and believes, 
commuted the penalties to 10 each, and memorialist respectfully begs that 
the same consideration may be extended to him.

The Memorial of the Undersized, who are Inhabitants of and Traders in the 
Town of Enniscorthy, and County of Wexford, 

Sheweth, 

That memorialists have been many years trading as grocers and retail spirit 
dealers in said town, and at the time of the passing of the 6th & 7th Will. 4, 
c. 38, were under licences as such grocers and spirit dealers, but after the 
passing of said statute the Excise refused to renew both said licences, although 
memorialists offered as usual to pay for and take out same. 

^ Memorialists finding that the traders in the city of Dublin being simUarly 
circumstzced, and hearing that, although proceedings were taken by the Crown 
against them for breaches of excise laws, yet that, pending such proceedings, 
they continued to carry on such trade, j’our memorialists in like manner so con- 
tinued. 
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tinued, intending to be bound by any decision made with respect to tlie traders 
in Dublin, when they could be informed of such decision. 

Memoriahsts state, that being summoned before the magistrates of Enniscorthy 
for breaches of said law, on the 25th April last (being before such decision was 
made known to tliem), they submitted the matters hereinbefore stated, and that 
it was understood the penalties against the traders in Dublin were reduced to 
the sum of 10s., but the magistrates stated they could not by law mitigate the 
penalties to a smaller sum than 12/. 10 5., and memorialist were accordingly 
each fined in such sum. 

Memorialists, while pledging themselves to the ti-uth of tliis memorial, pray 
that any inquiry to be set on foot, may be had through some person other than 
Mr. Clajdon, the supervisor of excise, who in his office acts with a severity and 
perseverance not c^ed for towards the memorialist, acting as they were in 
the manner stated. 

Memorialists therefore, under the circumstances stated, and because the 
infliction of the penalties will, owing to the gi*eat depression of the season, and 
the great decline of business which has lately taken place, press severely on 
them, pray your Lordships may be pleased to order that such penalties be 
reduced to 10s. ; your memorialists undertaldng, notwithstanding the great loss 
which must accrue to them, to confine themselves to the sales of tea or spirits 
respectively, as they may obtain licences for same.

The Memoi’ial of the Grocers and Licensed Victuallei-s of Ireland, 
Humbly sheweth, 

That, refeiring to their former memorials of the 16th of May last and 2Sth 
of August current, your memorialists beg on the subject-matter thereof to state, 
that from an observation made by the Lord Lieutenant on the occasion of an 
audience granted by his Excellency to a deputation of your memorialists, that 
they are apprehensive that a very material feature in their case has not been 
brought with sufficient distinctness under the notice of j'our Lordships. 

That they now pray your Lordships’ attention particidarly to the fact, that by 
the operation of the disabling enactment of 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, if it be 
enforced, a charge in respect of licences will have been imposed on your memo- 
rialists exceeding 70,000 1. or 80,000 1. per annum that imposed in the like 
respect upon an equal number of their fellow-ti'aders in England and Scotland. 

That this is arithmetically demonstrable on reference to the scale of excise 
duties on licences given in 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, s. 2, whereby it appears that the 
minimum rate of licence for retailing spirits for consumption on the premises, 
heretofore enjoyed by your memorialists in their capacity^ of licensed victuallers, 
is '21. 2s. per annum, with a Tnaximum of 10/. 105. 

That their English and Scotch brethren, to the number of 4,059, as appears 
by the annexed Return, are at the present moment holders of this 2/. 25. 
licence. Whereas, under the above disabling enactment, your memorialists 
(being deprived thereof) would be confined to the licence for retailing spirits, 
provided originally with other views for vendors of tea, coffee, &c., the minimum 
price of which is 9/. 95. ascending to a maximum rate of 13/. 135., a species 
and rate of licence altogether unknown in England or Scotland. 

That by the same cause, and in the same manner, an additional charge of 
21. 2s. win have been imposed on every wine Ucence to be taken out by your 
memorialists ; so that averaging 8,000 of your 12,000 memorialists to be subject 
to these additional charges, amounting individually to 9 /. 9 s., a charge of 72,000 
guineas in respect of spirit and wine licences, would be indisputably imposed 
on Irish traders, from which English and Scotch are exempt. 

That furthermore, in order to procui’ing the granting, by your Lordships, the 
prayer of this and the preceding memorials, your memorialists crave the atten- 
tion of your Lordships to the 55 Geo. 3, c. 14, s. 7, by wliich it appears that 
on an exigency like the present, your Lordships’ predecessors did not hesitate 
to suspend the existing law, trusting to Parliament for an indemnity. 
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That your memorialists, seeing that your Lordships’ predecessors in Ireland 
acted thus for the protection of the foreign timber trade of Ireland, cannot but 
be confident that your Lordships will, under the influence of the now more 
senial principle of administration, and of the protective spirit in which the 
4th Geo 4, c. 66, was enacted, interpose, as well to guard interests of magni- 
tude incomparably greater, as to avert that state of things which your memo- 
rialists have the authority of eminent counsel for pronouncing to be a clear 
violation of the Act of Union. , j t . u j 

We therefore again eaimestly pray at your Lordships hands a thorough 
identification with the licensed victuallers of England and Scotland, with the 
enjoyment of the same licences in the like manner, and at the same rates.

Efote . — The enclosed Memorial is the only application addressed to the Com- 
missioners of Excise, which professes, to come from the Licensed Victuallers in 
Ireland as a body ; hut several applications have been received by the Board 
from Individuals in the trade residing in various paits of Ireland, whose chief 
object in petitioning was to obtain a remission or reduction of the Penalties in 
which they had been convicted. Of these applications copies can be furnished, 
if deemed necessary, to complete the Return ; but the Order has been under- 
stood to relate only to representations made by or on behalf of the Trade at 
large. 



TO the Honourable the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Excise. 

The Memorial of the Undersigned Licensed Victuallers of Dublin, 
Humbly Showeth, 

That your Memorialists until within the last two years combined with their 
occupation, as above stated, that of licensed tea dealers. 

That in or about the month of October 1838, under the operation of the 
6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, by an order of your Honors, bearing date 11th October 
1838, tea licences were withdrawn, and have been since withheld from j’^our 
memorialists, being holders of retail spirit licences. 

That your memorialists and others of their trade were, on or about the latter 
end of that year, convicted of breaches of the excise laws, by sales of tea 
without licences, and severally amerced in penalties of 62/. 105. each. That 
your memorialists felt grievously hardshipped by the deprivation under the 
6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, of theh tea licences, to the enjoyment of which memo- 
rialists conceived that they had a vested right, and which they regarded as 
being sacred and indefeasible to them as any other species of property in the 
country. 

That the, to memorialists, obnoxious section of the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, 
having been drawn up in a hasty informal maimer, and being, in the opinion 

of 
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of eminent counsel, capable of a satisfactory construction, without being made 
an instrument of destruction to memorialists, that they, under the his-hest legal 
advice, offered such constitutional opposition to the now reoognised“constr5o 
tion of the clause above mentioned, as was sufficient to manifest fully the 
highly injurious and unjustifiable character of the enactment in question. 
That on or about the 28th August last, memoriaUsts, with others of their 
co-traders m Ireland, addressed a memorial to the Lords of Her Maiestv’s 
Ti-easury, praying a suspension of tile 6 & 7 WiU. 4, c. 38, s. 3 in their favour 
and a grant of their tea licences, restmg their claims thereto on the ground as’ 
f to the annexed copy of the said memorial, of ’the 

6th & 7th Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, being distinctly in vioktion of the Act of Union 
between England and Ireland. 



That memorialists were sanctioned in tliis application by no less authorities 
than the opinions of the late Attorney-general for Ireland, the Riffht hon 
Francis Blackburne, and Daniel O’Connell, Esq. m.p. 

That memorialists relied also upon the 4th Geo. 4, c. 66, which was framed 
with a view to enable the Lords of the Treasury to suspend or rectify any 
casual and inconsiderate infringements upon the Act of Union tliat might 
occur m Imperial legislation. I'hat, according to the opinion of Mr. O’Connell 
the 4th Geo. 4,^ c. 66, gave ample powers to the Lords of the Treasury to carry 
out the 6th article of the Act of Union in a liberal construction and full effect. 

That memorialists also addressed his Excellency Viscount Ehrington, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, on the subject, when his Excellency was graciously 
pleased to cause the accompanying letter to be transmitted in reply to the 
memorialists, in which his Excellency very clearly expresses his conriction of 
the mjustice and impolicy of the 6tli & yth Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3. That their 
Lordships the Commissioners of the Ti-easury have not as yet replied to the 
said memorial, or to one since presented on the same subject, although the 
receipt of both has been ^ duly acknowledged, being no doubt fully impressed 
with the justice of the claims of the memori^ in that particulai*, though they 
may doubt their power under the 4th Geo. 4, c. 66, to give full relief, without 
the intervention of Parliament. 

Tlmt your Honors, as memorialists believe, commiserating tlieir sufferhigs 
from inconsiderate legislation, were pleased to reduce the above-mentioned 
penalties of 62L lOi’. to bl. bs., and did subsequently order that the 5 Z. 5 ^. 
penalties should he reduced to 10^., in favour of each of your memorialist’s 
co-traders who would so pai-tition his shop as to admit of a tea licence being 
granted to another person trading in a subdivision of it. 

That your memorialists were precluded from availing themselves of the last- 
mentioned concession of their shops, from peculiarity of site and construction 
unfortunately not admitting of subdivision. 

That it hath been lately intimated to your memorialists that your Honors 
have recently been pleased to order that the bl. b s. penalties to be raised off 
memorialists. 

That within the last 1 2 months a depression the most exti’aordinary and 
unprecedented, and scai-cely imaginable, hath come upon the trade of your 
memorialists throughout this country. 

That your memorialists beheve that the great reduction in the consumption 
of exciseable commodities, demonstrated in the great decrease in the amount of 
duties paid thereon, fully corroborate this branch of the statement by your 
memorialists of the complication of tiieir calamities. 

That your memorialists in the most solemn way assure your Honors that 
even the sum of 5 Z. 5 s. is of the highest moment to most of your memorialists. 

That your memorialists therefore pray your Honors, that taking into your 
consideration the objectionable character of the enactment under wliich the 
penalties were inflicted, as testified by the express words of his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, and by the silence of the Lords, of the, Treasury, along with 
the present prostration of the trade of your memorialists, that you will be 
plea^d especially, while the case of your memorialists is before their Lordships, 
the Commissioners of the Treasury, to restrain your officers here fr-om levying

The Memorial of Simon Andreivs, of Golden Brldpe, in the 
County of JDnhlin, Vintner. 

Humbly sheweth, 

That by the 21st section of the 6th Geo. 4, c. 81, it is enacted, that upon 
the death of any person or pereons licensed under or by \drtue of that Act, or 
any law or laws of excise, or upon the removal of any such person or persons 
from the house or premises at which he, she or they were authorized by such 
licence to exercise or cany on the trade or business mentioned in such licence, 
it shall and may be lawful for the pemon and persons authorized to gi*ant 
licences to authorize and empower by indorsement on such licences or other- 
wise, as the Commissioners of Excise shall direct, the executors or administra- 
tors, or the wife or child of such deceased person, or the assignee or assignees 
of such iDerson or persons so remo\'ing as aforesaid, who shall be possessed of 
and occupy the house or premises before used for such purpose as aforesaid,^ in 
like manner to exercise or carry on the said trade or business mentionc i in 
said licence, in or upon the same house or premises at which such persoh-or 
persons as aforesaid deceased or removing as before mentioned, by ■\drtue of 
such licence to him, her or them in that behalf granted, before exercised or 
cairied on such trade or business, for and during the residue of the term for 
which such licence was originally granted, ndthout taking out any fresh licence 
or payment of an}' additional dutj', or any fee thereupon, for the residue of 
such term and until the expiration thereof ; pro\-ided alwa}’-s, that a fresh entry 
of the premises at which such trade or business shall continue to be so exer- 
cised or carried on as aforesaid, shall thereupon be made by and in the name 
or names of the person or persons to whom such authonty as aforesaid shall 
he gi'anted ; and provided also, that no such authority as aforesaid shall be 
gi’anted for the sde of beer, cyder or perry, or sweet mead or metheglin by 
retail to be drank or consumed in or iqjon the house or premises for which 
the original licence was granted, except and in such cases where a proper cer- 
tificate, gi’anted and given by a justice of the peace or magistrate, or other 
competent person, according to law made after the death or removal of the 
former occupier or occupiers of the premises shall have taken place, shall be 
produced, approHng of tbe person or persons to whom such certificate shall be 
given or granted as aforesaid. 

That by the first four sections of the Act of the 3d and 4th Will. 4, c. 68, the 
manner of granting original licences is regulated, and it is by the 5th section 
enacted, that upon each application for a licence to vend spirituous liquors being 
disposed of by the Justices assembled at Quarcer Sessions, it shall be lawful for the 
clerk of the peace to give to the person found entitled thereto a certificate in 
the form therein specified ; and by the 6th section of the same Act it is enacted, 
that it shall be lawful for tbe proper officers of excise in Ireland, within their 
respective districts, to grant a licence for the sale of beer, cyder and spirits, to 
sell in Ireland by retail in any house specified by such licence, to be consumed 
therein, upon the person appljing for such licence producing such certificate 
to the said officer of excise. 

And 
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And by the 40th and last section of the same Act it is enacted, that every 
proviso, clause, matter, and thing contained in any statute theretofore passed 
repugnant to the provisions of that Act, or any of them, or for or in lieu of such 
provision thereby made (if any such there were) were thereby repealed. 

That the said last-mentioned Act contains no provision whatsoever respecting 
licences in existence at the time of the death or removal from the premises of 
any licensed person, as contemplated and provided for in and by the said Act of 
the 6th Geo. 4. 

That your memorialist is advised that the said last-mentioned Act regai’ding 
licences for the sale of spirituous liquors to be consumed on the premises, only 
relates to the granting of new licences for that purpose, or renewng those of 
a former expired year, and in nowise relates to the transfer of unexpired licences, 
in case of the death of the person licensed, or his assigning the premises in 
which he was licensed to sell before the expiration thereof, and that in conse- 
quence, the said 21st section of the 0th Geo. 4, c. 81, providing for such cases, 
not repealed and still in force, same not being repugnant to any provision of 
the said Act of 3d and 4th 'Will. 4, and no provision being contained therein in- 
stead or lieu thereof. 

That memorialist is possessed of and occupies a certain house at Golden 
Bridge aforesaid, as assignee of Philip O’Hara, who heretofore carried on 
therein the business of a retailer of spirits and beer to be consumed on the 
premises, under a licence for that purpose, gi'anted to him by the proper 
authority, and which licence will not expire until the 10th day of October next 
(1841), and to the benefit whereof, as such assignee, your memorialist is advised 
he is entitled, on the performance by him of the requisites required by the said 
Act of the 0 Geo. 4, c. 81, s. 21, aAd that on his so doing it will be lawful for 
your proper officer to authorize and empower, by indorsement on such licence or 
otheiwise as your Honors shall direct, your memorialist, as such assignee of the 
said Philip O’Hara, to cany on the same trade or business mentioned in such 
licence, in or upon the said house and premises mentioned in said licence, with- 
out procuring any such certificate from the clerk of the peace as is specified 
in the said Act of the 3 & 4 Will. 4, which is only necessary on applications for 
new licences or renewing an expired one. 

That memorialist having so iDccorae assignee as aforesaid of the said Philip 
O’Hara, and being in occupation of the said premises, procured from John L. 
Arabin and John Molloy, Esquires, two justices of the peace for the said county 
of Dublin, who both reside within five miles of said premises, and thereupon 
produced same to the proper officer, and requested him to grant memorialist, 
by indorsement on the said O’Hara’s licence, the authority mentioned in the 
said 2ist section of the 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, and to permit him to make the entry 
therein required (which memorialist then offered to do), and to grant memorialist 
the authority for the sale of beer therein also mentioned, but the said officer 
declined to do either without the sanction of this Honourable Board, stating 
he believed that without memorialist produced to him such certificate of the 
clerk of the peace he had not authority to do so, though (with all respect to 
him) your memorialist submits he is mistaken in this respect. 

That the Quarter Sessions, at which only such certificate can be procured, 
are held but once in every three months, and in case of the death of a licensed 
person, or his assigning his house to any other person in the interval between 
two sessions, such assignee, or the executor or administrator, wife, or child of 
such deceased, must either forego the benefit of said licence till the next sessions 
and close liis establishment, a matter not contemplated by the Legislature, or 
continue the business without being legally authorized to do so, and thereby 
(though an innocent person, and of unexceptionable character), become liable 
to ruinous penalties ; and your memorialist submits it would be a great hard- 
ship on him to be placed in such a dilemma. 

May it therefore please your Honom’able Board to take memorialist’s case 
and the laws of excise relating thereto into consideration, and should 5’’ou find 
them in that respect to be as memorialist is advised and has stated they are, to 
instruct the officer authorized to gi’ant licences in Dublin, that it is not neces- 
sary for that purpose to procure such certificate of tlie clerk of the peace as he 
requires, and that he may without it (should no other objection exist) autho- 
rize your memorialist, by indorsement on said O’Hara’s licence, to carry on the 
trade therein mentioned, until the expiration of the time therein limited, on 
275. c 4 your 
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your memorialist conforming to all the provisions of the Excise Acts requisite 
in that respect, which your memorialist has ‘ already offered, and is ready and 
anxious to do.

A person liaviiig an Excise Licence to retail Beer to be consumed on £. 
tile pi-emises, granted under a Certificate of the Magistrates, is held to be 
a Licensed Victualler.

This Retail Beer Licence entitles the holder of it to a Licence to retail 
Spirits to be consumed on the premises.

A person bolding a Licence for the sale of Tea, Coffee, Cocoa-nuts, 
Chocolate, and Pepper, is, in Ireland, by the Act 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, s. 4, to 
be deemed a Grocer, and as such he is, by 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 38, s. 3, pro- 
hibited from holding the aforesaid Licence for the retail of Spirits to be 
consumed on the premises ; but by the Act 6 Geo. 4, c. 81, and 6 & 7 
Will. 4, c. 38, such a person is entitled, in Ireland only, to a Licence for 
the retail of Spirits in quantities not less than one pint, and not to be con- 
sumed on the premises. 

The lowest charge for such Licence, being on a rent under 25 L, is 

Supposing, therefore, a person holding an Excise Licence to retail Beer 
to be consumed on the premises, granted under a Magistrate’s Certificate, 
which is held to constitute a Licensed Victualler, should (in order to allow 
him to hold a Tea, &c. Licence), in lieu of taking a Licence to retail 
Spirits to be consumed on the premises, take out, as he may (in Ireland 
only), a Licence for the retail of Spirits in quantities not less than one pint, 
and not to be consumed on the premises, the rates of his several Licences 
would be as follows : —
